Tying Up 
Biggest Deal

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) - 


European Common Market offi- 
cials and delegates are on a 
month's vacation, after tying up 
the biggest package deal in the 
market's nine-year history. 


Before 
going 
away 
they 


agreed on merging agricultural 
and industrial markets of the 
six countries not later than July 
1968. 


This means that the main pil- 


lars are established for a single 
market for 200 million Euro- 
peans. 


The new agricultural policy is 


protectionist, 
with high prices 


for farm produce. 


In year-long debates the six 


were reluctant to make conces- 
sions. The attractive side of the 
agreement was that the cost of 
buying supports and export sub- 
sidies will be financed from a 
common fund to which the na- 
tional treasuries contribute. 


The fund's annual budget, al- 


most $2 billion from 1968 on- 
ward, will cover part of the 
costs to modernize and mechan- 
ize farming. 


The single market will make 


it easier for the six to tackle 
some of the major problems of 
modernizing their farming. A 
low level of productivity, result- 
ing in farm incomes consistent- 
ly behind those of industrial 
workers, has made it difficult 
for farmers to stand up to com- 
petition. 


Farmers make up 17 per cent 


of the market's 76-million work- 
ing population. They earn only 8 
per cent of the gross community 
product. 
Industrial 
workers 


make up about 43 per cent, 
earning 
about 45.5 per cent. 


People employed in the services 
represent 39 per cent, earning 
some 45.9 per cent. 


Of the 11.5 million farmers, 


about 400,000 leave the land an- 
nually. More than two-thirds of 
all community farms are under 
25 acres. There is a lack of mo- 
bility due to the wide differ- 
ences in language, religion and 
traditions between the commu- 
nity's northern Up in Hamburg 
and its southern tip in Sicily.

Pyelonephritis is a kidney 


infection that is common in 
children. It is caused by 
germs that enter the kidney 
from below. Since this can oc- 
cur more readily in girls, it 
is more common in them than 
in boys. Cystitis (inflamma- 
tion of the bladder) is usually 
present in these children and 
accounts for such symptoms 
as a frequent urge to urinate 
and burning pain on urination. 
In the acute stage the child 
may have chills, fever and 
vomiting. If the disease is not 
controlled promptly easy fa- 
tigability, 
apathy and high 


blood pressure may develop. 
Even with excellent care re- 
currences are common. 


Any chronic or recurring 


kidney infection is a threat to 
the child's health. For this 
reason a child with pyelone-

Fear Wallace 
to Become 
Demo Asset

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Some 


Republicans 
are 
beginning to 


fear that Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace may become a political 
asset for President Johnson in 
1968 if Wallace's wife is elected 
Alabama's governor. 


The installation of Lurleen 


Wallace in the governor's chair 
next 
January 
probably would 


signal the start of a campaign 
by Wallace for president. He 
had a whirl at the Democratic 
nomination in 1964. 


As the symbol of the so-called 
"white backlash" against Negro 
civil 
rights 
demonstrations, 


Wallace got 42.8 per cent of the 
vote in the Maryland presiden- 
tial primary. His mark was 29.9 
per cent in Indiana and 25 per 
cent in Wisconsin. 


Republican leaders think Wal- 


lace may not go chasing rain- 
bows in the Democratic ranks 
next time but may follow the 
third party route pioneered in 
modern times by Sen. Strom 
Thurmond — then governor of 
South Carolina — when he col- 
lected 39 electoral votes in 1948. 


If Wallace steps into the 1968 


presidential contest, Republican 
strategists think he will take 
more 
electoral 
votes 
away 


from their candidate than from 
Johnson. 


As of now, former Vice Presi- 


dent Richard M. Nixon seems to 
have a greater 
appeal in the 


South than any other potential 
GOP nominee. 


There also is some Republi- 


can worry about Wallace's po- 
tential impact outside the South. 
(One 
GOP strategist put it this 


way: 
"If that fellow could get 


on the ballot, he could make it 
hard for us to carry Ohio, Indi- 
ana and some other northern 
states. He could be taking votes 
away from us where it hurts." 


Wallace would be dead politi- 


cally if his wife is defeated for 
the Alabama governorship. He 
would lack a base of operations 
and the dernonstiated ability to 
continue his winning ways — by 
proxy in this ca.se — in his home 
state.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— The United States plans to 
launch a Lunar Orbiter space- 
craft Tuesday toward an orbit 
about the moon to transmit pic- 
tures of nine potential astronaut 
landing areas. 


One of the areas is in the 


Ocean of Storms where Survey- 
or 1 landed in June and trans- 
mitted 11,237 pictures. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration hopes Lu- 
nar Orbiter will obtain pictures 
of Surveyor and its surrounding 
terrain. 


An Atlas-Agena rocket is to 


hurl the 850-pound craft sky- 
ward in a period between 11:07 
a.m. and 3:43 p.m. EST Tues- 
day. After a 90-hour, quarter- 
million-mile 
journey, a retro- 


rocket is to slow Lunar Orbiter 
so that it will be caught in the 
moon's gravitational field. 


The initial lunar orbit is to 


range from 125 to 1,150 miles, 
after three to eight days of 
tracking to establish the precise 
path, ground controllers again 
will fire the retrorocket to drop 
the 
low point of the orbital 


course as close as 26 miles to 
the surface. 


The three weeks of picture- 


taking is to start Aug. 18. 


The United States has failed 


in seven attempts to place a 
payload in lunar orbit. Six at- 
tempts were in the early days of 
rocketry in 1958 to 1960. The So- 
viet Union succeeded with Luna 
10 last April. The Soviet satel- 
lite did not transmit pictures.

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LET'S DEVELOP THE INDUSTRIAL WATERS OF MILWOOD 


Vital, Factual Information to Every Hempstead County Citizen 


The Southwest Arkansas Water District handling the sale and dis- 


tribution of water from Millwood Dam to the Nekoosa Edwards paper 
mill at Ashdown, municipal water for Foreman and possibly Texar- 
kana, on the west side of the river, and the Champion Paper Com- 
pany, in McNab-Fulton area, municipal water to Hope, Lewisville, Mag- 
nolia and other cities on the east side of the river, have made an ap- 
plication to the Economic Development Administration for a grant of 
$4,800,000.00 and loan of $4,800,000.00 with an interest rate of 
3.75 per cent. 


There have been meetings and a good deal of hours and thous- 


ands of dollars spent in perfecting this application because it will 
permit reduction in the cost of water to not only the paper mills but 
also the cities involved of approximately 50 per cent over the cost 
of the same water financed through the sale of revenue bonds. 


This means that it can make the difference in the expansion of 


the Nekoosa Edwards mill and the location and expansion of a paper 
mill at the Fulton -McNab area. Furtheremore, it would certainly make 
the difference between the feasibility of the purchase of municipal 
water for all of the towns involved. 


In other words, the outcome of this loan and grant can put the 


area of Little River County and Hempstead County, with the other 
counties in the Water District, in the most favorable position for not 
only the anticipated use of the water, but the future use and sale of 
the water. 


The status of the loan and grant at this time is, according to our 


understanding, that it has been approved by the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration and is now in the office of the Secretary of 
Commerce. 


Loans and grants of such a large amount requires the approval of 


the Secretary of Commerce. As only $14,000,000.00 is allocated each 
month in the entire 50 states of the United States, our application 
for $9,600,000.— represents about 70 per cent of the total amount 
of money allocated to the entire United States in one month. 


Naturally the White House will be very cautious as to whether 


they approve or disapprove this high percentage of a total months 
grant under the Economic Development Administration program. 


The members of our congressional delegation, headed by Senator 


John L McClellan, are doing all they can to push through approval of 
this loan and grant at the earliest possible date. 


Since Nekoosa Edwards' plant in Little River County is progress- 


ing at a rapid rate and bids are scheduled to be let on the water dis- 
trict's distribution system on the west side of the river by Novem- 
ber 1st, it is imperative that the water district know the source 
of its money for financing not only this part of the distribution sy- 
stem but the entire water distribution system. 


If this loan and grant is not approved by the November 1st dead- 


line, then either the, Nekoosa Edwards plant will have to delay their 
construction schedule or revenue bonds will have to be sold for the 
west side of the river distribution system. 


In this event it would probably have to be a new application filed 


with the Economic Development Administration for the distribution 
system to the east side of the river and whatever paper mill that 
was located and built on the Fulton-McNab site. Therefore it is extre- 
mely important that this project be approved in its present status for 
both sides of the river. 


The decision for the approval or rejection of this loan and grant by the 


White House would definitely be affected by the favorable or unfav- 
orable political situation in the state of Arkansas. 


Since all of our congressional delegation have been re-elected in 


the Democratic primaries by overwhelming majorities, and the only 
seat to be filled is in the Fourth Congressional District, which will be 
determined by August 9th, leaving only the race for Governor of Ar- 
kansas that can materially affect this political atmosphere in the State 
of Arkansas. 


The twenty years of hard work andthousands of dollars spent by 


individuals and thousands of hours both dedicated to the industrial 
development in this area due to Millwood water, as well as the Mill- 
wood water being made available to municipalities at an attractive 
price, hangs in the balance today, with the future of this area and the 
realization of the plans and dreams of thousands of citizens. 


A setback at this time would materially affect the outcome of this 


industrial development. A committee representing the Southwest Ar- 
kansas Water District is going to Washington, D.C. to meet with Sen- 
ator McClellan between August 15th and August 20th. 


Senator McClellan will be expected to direct this committee and 


attempt to get the approval of this loan and grant by the White House. 
It is a most crucial trip and the foregoing is self-explanatory as to 
the importance of it. 


It is sincerely hoped that this trip will not be condemned to fail- 


ure before it is made by an unfavorable Political Atmosphere in Ar- 
kansas because any excuse that could be used to reject or delay the 
approval of this loan and grant, with loans and grants being made in 
other states, could delay our industrial development for years to come. 


Don't turn back the clock on 20 years of hard work. We have ...
